PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

PUBLIC SERVICES ACCOUNTABILITY ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook finds that provision of public services 
by private sector employees can be cost-effective; and 

WHEREAS, in order to ensure that citizens of this County receive high quality public services at low 
cost with due regard for the needs of public and private workers, the Board of Commissioners of the 
County of Cook finds it necessary to judiciously implement and carefully monitor such privatization 
contracts; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook also finds it necessary to protect those 
workers who report conditions and practices which impact on the efficiency and quality of public services 
provided by private contractors; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook further finds it necessary to ensure that 
service provision by private contractors does not in any way hinder public access to information 
guaranteed by the State of Illinois’ Freedom of Information Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF COOK: 

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 

This Ordinance shall be known as the "Public Services Accountability Ordinance". 

SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS. 

For purposes of this ordinance: 

(1) “Board” means the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook. 

(2) “County” means the County of Cook, Illinois and includes any executive office, department, 
divisions, boards, commissions or other offices or officers in the executive branch of the governmental 
unit known as the County of Cook. 

(3) “Employee of the private contractor” includes a worker directly employed by a private 
contractor, as defined in this section, as well as an employee of a subcontractor or an independent 
contractor that provides supplies or services to a private contractor. Such term includes former employees 
of a private contractor or subcontractor and former independent contractors. 
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(4) “Discrimination or retaliation” includes a threat, intimidation, or any adverse change in an 
employee’s wages, benefits, or terms or conditions of employment. In the case of a person who is not an 
employee of the private contractor, such term includes any adverse action taken against the person or the 
person’s employer, including the cancellation of or refusal to renew a contract with that person or the 
person’s employer. 

(5) “Services” includes, with respect to a private contractor, all aspects of the provision of 
services provided by a private contractor pursuant to a privatization contract, or any services provided by 
a subcontractor of a private contractor. 

(6) "Person” includes an individual, institution, federal, state, county or local government entity, 
or any other public or private entity. 

(7) “Privatization contract" is an agreement or combination or series of agreements by which a 
non-governmental person or entity agrees with the Board or the County to provide services valued in 
excess of $100,000.00 which are substantially similar to and in lieu of services provided by regular 
County employees upon or after the effective date of this Ordinance and that result in the reduction in 
force of at least one pennanent, classified employee. Notwithstanding any provision of this Ordinance to 
the contrary, any agreement entered into prior to the effective date of this Ordinance, including any 
amendments or renewals of those agreements, shall not be considered a privatization contract. This 
Ordinance shall not apply to contracts if any of the following apply: 

(a) The services are not available within the County agency or department or are of such 
a highly specialized or technical nature that the necessary knowledge, skills, or expertise 
is not available within the agency or department; 

(b) The services are incidental to a contract for the purchase or lease of real or personal 
property; 

(c) There is a demonstrated need for an independent audit, review, or investigation; 

(d) The County is not able to provide equipment, materials, facilities, or support services 
in the location where the services are to be perfonned; 

(e) The contract is for professional services that are typically rendered on a case-by-case 
or project-by-project basis, such as legal, professional engineering, structural 
engineering, land surveying, or architectural services, and the services are: 

(i) limited to the duration of the project, normally not to exceed 2 years, 
or 

(ii) are provided on an intermittent basis for the duration of the contract. 

(f) The need for services is urgent, temporary, or occasional, such that the time necessary 
to hire and train employees would render obtaining the services from County employees 
impracticable. The contract for urgent, temporary, or occasional services shall be limited 
to 90 days' duration, with any extension subject to review and approval; 

(g) Efforts to recruit County employees to perform work authorized by law have failed 
because no applicant meeting the minimum qualifications has applied for the job; 
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(h) The contract is for services of private counsel; 

(i) The contract is for services for training courses that cannot be provided by current 
County employees; 

(j) There is a conflict of interest; or 

(k) The County entered into the agreement prior to the effective date of this Ordinance, 
including any agreement resulting from a re-bidding or previously privatized service or 
an agreement renewing or extending a privatization contract. 

(8) “Private contractor” refers to any entity which enters into a privatization contract as that term 
is defined in this section. 

(9) “Public employee” refers to an employee of any County department or agency. 

(10) “Public Record” refers to a public record as defined in the Illinois Freedom of Information 
Act and also includes any document relating to the privatization contract or performance under the 
privatization contract which is prepared, received or retained by a contractor or subcontractor whether 
such document be handwritten, typed, tape-recorded, printed, photocopied, photographed or recorded by 
any other method. 

(11) “Subcontractor” means a subcontractor of a private contractor for work under a privatization 
contract or an amendment to a privatization contract. 

SECTION 3. PRIVATIZATION CONTRACTS; REQUIREMENTS. 

a. Generally. Neither the Board nor the County shall enter into any privatization contract and no such 
contract shall be valid unless the County and the contractor comply with the requirements of this 
Ordinance, including listing those specified provisions in the privatization contract. 

b. Statement of services; analysis of bids for privatization contract. The Board or County shall prepare a 
written statement of the services proposed to be the subject of the privatization contract, including the 
specific quantity and standard of quality of the subject services. The Board or County shall solicit 
competitive sealed bids for the privatization contracts based upon this statement. The day designated by 
the Board or County upon which it will accept these sealed bids shall be the same for any and all parties. 
This statement shall be a public record, shall be filed by the Board or County. 

c. Disclosure. Every bid shall detail: 

1) the length of continuous employment of current employees with the contractor by job 
classification without identifying employee names. If the positions identified by the bidder shall 
be newly created, the bid shall identify the minimum requirements for prospective applicants for 
each such position; 

2) the annual rate of current staff turnover; 

3) the number of hours of training planned for each employee in subject matters directly 
related to providing service to residents of the County of Cook; 
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4) any legal complaints issued by an enforcement agency for alleged violation of applicable 
federal, state or local rules, regulations or laws, including laws governing employee safety and 
health, labor relations and other employment requirements, and any citations, court findings or 
administrative findings for violations of such federal, state or local rules, regulations or laws. The 
information must include the date, enforcement agency, the rule, law or regulation cited, the 
disposition of the complaint and all subsequent remedial measures taken; 

5) collective bargaining agreements or personnel policies covering the employees that will 
provide services to the County; and 

6) political contributions made by the bidder or any employee in a management position with 
the bidding company to any elected officer of the Board or County during the four years prior to 
the due date of the bid. 

d. Maintenance of Wage Standards. For each position in which a contractor will employ any person 
pursuant to the privatization contract, the minimum compensation to be paid for such position shall be the 
greater of the wage rate paid at step one of the grade or classification under which a County employee 
whose duties are most similar is paid, plus the cash value of health and other benefits provided to such 
County employees, or the average private sector compensation rate, including the value of health and 
other benefits, for said position as determined by the Position Classification Agency of the County. 

e. Term. The term of any privatization contract shall not exceed two years. No amendment to a 
privatization contract shall be valid if it has the purpose or effect of avoiding any requirement of any 
section of this Ordinance. 

f. Every privatization contract shall contain provisions requiring the contractor to offer available 
employee positions pursuant to the contract to qualified regular employees of the County whose County 
employment is terminated because of the privatization contract. Every such contract shall contain 
provisions requiring the contractor to comply with a policy of nondiscrimination and equal opportunity 
for all persons and to take affirmative steps to provide such equal opportunity for all such persons. 

g. Background check. Every employee of a contractor or subcontractor authorized to provide services by 
the Board or County shall be subject to a criminal background check in the same manner and fonn as are 
County employees. 

h. Drug testing. Employees of a contractor or subcontractor shall be subject to random drug testing paid 
by the contractor or subcontractor and such testing shall be in the same manner and form as drug testing 
required of County employees. 

i. Union neutrality. A contractor or subcontractor shall not use County funds to support or oppose 
unionization, including but not limited to, preparation and distribution of materials which advocate for or 
against unionization; hiring or consulting legal counsel or other consultants to advise the contractor about 
how to assist, promote or deter union organizing or how to impede a union which represents the 
contractor’s employees from fulfilling its representational responsibilities; holding meetings to influence 
employees about unionization; planning or conducting activities by supervisors to assist, promote, or 
deter union activities; or defending against unfair labor practice charges brought by federal or state 
enforcement agencies. 
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SECTION 4. REVIEW OF CONTRACT COSTS 

a. Estimate of costs. Prior to considering whether to enter into a privatization contract, the Board or 
County shall prepare a comprehensive written estimate of the costs of regular County employees 
providing the subject services in the most cost-efficient manner. The estimate shall include all direct and 
indirect costs of regular County employees providing the subject services, including but not limited to 
pension, insurance and other employee benefit costs. For the purpose of this estimate, any employee 
organization may, at any time before the final day for the Board or County to receive sealed bids pursuant 
to Section 3b, propose amendments to any relevant collective bargaining agreement to which it is a party. 
Any such amendments shall take effect only if necessary to reduce the cost estimate pursuant to this 
paragraph below the contract cost. Such estimate shall remain confidential until after the final day for the 
Board and County to receive sealed bids for the privatization contract at which time the estimate shall 
become a public record, shall be filed in the Board or County to receive and shall be published in a 
newspaper of general circulation by the Board or County. 

b. Evaluation of Contractor Performance and Costs. After soliciting and receiving bids, the Board or 
County shall publicly designate the bidder to which it proposes to award the privatization contract. In 
selecting a contractor, the Board or County shall consider the contractor’s past performance and its record 
of compliance with federal, state and local laws, including the disclosures as required in Section 3c. The 
Board or County shall prepare a comprehensive written analysis of the contract cost based upon the 
designated bid, specifically including the costs of transition from public to private operation, of additional 
unemployment and retirement benefits, if any, and of monitoring and otherwise administering contract 
perfonnance. If the designated bidder proposes to perform any or all of the contract outside the 
boundaries of Cook County, said contract cost shall be increased by the amount of income tax revenue, if 
any, which will be lost to the County by the corresponding elimination of County employees, as 
detennined by the Board or County to the extent that it is able to do so. 

c. Board or County Certification. The President of the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook, 
or his/her designee shall certify in writing: 

1) he/she has complied with all provisions of this section and of all other applicable laws; 

2) the quality of the services to be provided by the designated bidder is likely to satisfy the 
quality requirements of the statement prepared pursuant to Section 3 b, and to equal or exceed the 
quality of services which could be provided by regular County employees; 

3) the contract cost will be at least 10% less than the estimated cost pursuant to Section 4a, 
taking into account all comparable types of costs and all additional types of costs of the contract 
as specified in Section 4b; 

4) the proposed privatization contract is in the public interest in that it meets the applicable 
quality and fiscal standards set forth herein. 

Any privatization contract entered into by the Board or County and the Board or County certification 
described above shall be public records subject to disclosure pursuant to the state Freedom of Information 
Act. 
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SECTION 5. MONITORING AND ENFORCEMENT OF PRIVATIZATION CONTRACTS. 

a. Subcontract, Amendments to Privatization Contracts. 

1) No contractor shall award a subcontract for work under a contract or for work under an 
amendment to a contract without the approval of the President of the Board or County head or 
his/her designee of: 

a) the selection of the subcontractor; and 

b) the provisions of the subcontract. 

2) Each such contractor shall file a copy of each executed subcontract or amendment to the 
subcontract with the agency, who shall maintain the subcontract or amendment as a public record, 
as defined in the Freedom of Information Act. 

b. Submission of Audits. Any private contractor awarded a privatization contract, and any subcontractor 
to a private contractor subject to these provisions, shall file with the Board or County copies of financial 
audits of the private contractor prepared at least annually during the course of the contract term. 

c. Access. All privatization contracts shall include a contract provision specifying that in order to 
determine compliance with these principles as well as the contract, the private contractor shall be required 
to provide the Board or County, except where prohibited by federal or state laws, regulations or rules, 
reasonable access, through representatives of the private contractor, to facilities, records and employees 
that are used in conjunction with the provisions of contract services. 

d. Performance standards. The private contractor shall submit a report, not less than each year during the 
term of the privatization contract, detailing the extent to which the contractor has achieved the specific 
quantity and standard of quality of the subject services as specified by the Board or County pursuant to 
Section 3b of this Ordinance and its compliance with all federal, state and local laws including any 
complaints, citations, or findings issued by administrative agencies or courts. 

e. Enforcement. The Board or County may seek contractual remedies for any violation of a privatization 
contract. 

SECTION 6. COMPLIANCE WITH FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACT, PRIVACY 
PROVISIONS. 

a. Ownership of Public Records. 

1) No contractor or subcontractor or employee or agent of a contract or subcontractor, shall have 
any ownership rights or interest in any public records which the contractor, subcontractor, 
employee, Board or County possesses, modifies or creates pursuant to a contract, subcontract or 
amendment to a contract or subcontract. 

2) No contractor or subcontractor or employee or agent of a contractor or subcontractor, shall 
impair the integrity of any public records which the contractor, subcontractor, employee. Board or 
County possesses or creates. 
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3) Public records which a contractor, subcontractor, or employee or agent of a contractor or 
subcontractor, possesses, modifies or creates pursuant to a contract, or subcontract, shall at all 
times and for all purposes remain the property of the Board or County. 

b. Public Access to information. 

1) Any public record which the Board or County provides to a contractor or subcontractor shall 
be and remain a public record for purposes of the Illinois Freedom of Information Act and the 
enforcement provisions of that law shall apply to any failure to disclose records under this 
section. 

2) With regard to any public record, the Board or County and the contractor or subcontractor 
shall have a joint and several obligation to comply with the obligations under the Freedom of 
Information Act, provided the determination of whether or not to disclose a particular record or 
type of record shall be made solely by the Board or County. 

(3) No contractor or subcontractor, or employee or agent of a contractor or subcontractor shall 
disclose to the public any public records which it possesses, modifies or creates pursuant to a 
contract, subcontract or amendment to a contract or subcontract and which the Board or County: 

(i) is prohibited from disclosing pursuant to County ordinance, state or federal law in all 
cases; or 

(ii) may disclose pursuant to state or federal laws only to certain entities or 
individuals or under certain conditions; or 

(iii) may withhold from disclosure pursuant to state or federal law. No provision of this 
subsection shall be construed to prohibit any such contractor from disclosing such public 
records to any of its subcontractors to carry out the purposes of its subcontract. 

(4) No contractor or subcontractor, or employee or agent of a contractor or subcontractor, shall 
sell, market or otherwise profit from the disclosure or use of any public records which are in its 
possession pursuant to a contract or subcontract or amendment to a contract except as authorized 
in the contract, subcontract or amendment. 

(5) Any contractor or subcontractor, or employee or agent of a contractor or subcontractor, which 
learns of any violation of the provisions of this section shall, no later than seven calendar days 
after learning of such violation, notify the President of the Board and/or his/her designee of such 
violation. 

c. Penalties. In addition to any remedies provided under the Freedom of Information Act. 

(1) If any person violates any provisions of Sections 6a or 6b the State’s Attorney of the County of Cook 
may bring an action against such person seeking: 

(a) damages on behalf of the County for such violation; or 

(b) restitution for damages suffered by any person as a result of the violation. 
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(2) In addition to the remedies under paragraph (1), any person aggrieved by a violation of any provision 
of Section 6a or 6b may bring an action in any state court to recover any damages suffered as a result of 
such violation. 

(3) In any action brought under paragraph (1) or (2) of this subsection, the court may: 

(a) order disgorgement of any profits or other benefits derived as a result of a violation of any 
provision of Sections 6a or 6b; 

(b) award punitive damages, costs and reasonable attorneys fees; and 

(c) order injunctive or other equitable relief. 

SECTION 7. PROHIBITION AGAINST DISCRIMINATION OR RETALIATION FOR 
DISCLOSURE OF INFORMATION. 

a. In General. No person shall retaliate or discriminate in any manner against any public employee or 
employee of a private contractor because that employee (or any person acting on behalf of the employee) 
in good faith: 

1. engaged in any disclosure of information relating to the services provided by a private contractor 
pursuant to a privatization contract; 

2. advocated on behalf of service recipients with respect to the care or services provided by the 
private contractor; 

3. initiated, cooperated, or otherwise participated in any investigation or proceeding of any 
governmental entity relating to the services provided pursuant to a privatization contract. 

b. Attempts. No person shall retaliate or discriminate in any manner against any public employee or 
employee of a private contractor because the employee has attempted or has an intention to engage in an 
action described in Section 7a. 

c. Restrictions on reporting prohibited. No person shall by contract, policy, or procedure prohibit or 
restrict any employee of a private contractor from engaging in any action for which a protection against 
discrimination or retaliation is provided under Section 7a. 

d. Confidential infonnation. This section does not protect disclosures that would violate federal or state 
law or diminish or impair the rights of any person to the continued protection of confidentiality of 
communications provided by state or federal law. 

e. Good faith action. With respect to the conduct described in Section 7a. 1 an employee of a private 
contractor shall be considered to be acting in good faith if the employee reasonably believes that: 

1. the infonnation is true; and 

2. the infonnation disclosed by the employee evidences a violation of any law, rule, or regulation, or 
of a generally recognized professional or clinical standard; or 

3. relates to the care, services or conditions which potentially endanger one or more recipients of 
service or employees employed pursuant to a privatization contract. 
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f. Confidentiality of complaints to government agencies. The identity of an employee of a private 
contractor who complains in good faith to the Board or County or department or any member or 
employee of the Board or County about the quality of services provided by a private contractor shall 
remain confidential and shall not be disclosed by any person except under the knowing written consent of 
the employee of the private contractor and except in the case in which there is imminent danger to health 
or public safety or an imminent violation of criminal law. 

g. Enforcement. 

(1) Private cause of action. 

a. Any current or former public employee of a private contractor who believes that he or she has 
been retaliated or discriminated against in violation of Sections 7a, 7b or 7c may file a civil action 
in any state court of competent jurisdiction against the person believed to have violated Sections 
7a, 7b or 7c. 

b. If the court determines that a violation of Sections 7a, 7b or 7c has occurred, the court shall award 
such damages which result from the unlawful act or acts, including compensatory damages, 
reinstatement, reimbursement of any wages, salary, employment benefits, or other compensation 
denied or lost to such employee by reason of the violation, as well as punitive damages, 
attorneys’ fees, and costs (including expert witness fees). The court shall award interest on the 
amount of damages awarded at the prevailing rate. 

c. The court may issue temporary, preliminary, and permanent injunctive relief restraining 
violations of this law, including the restraint of any withholding of the payment of wages, salary, 
employment benefits, or other compensation, plus interest, found by the court to be due and the 
restraint of any other change in the terms and conditions of employment and may award such 
other equitable relief as may be appropriate, including employment, reinstatement, and 
promotion. 

d. An action may be brought under this subsection not later than 2 years after the date of the last 
event constituting the alleged violation for which the action is brought. 

(i) Notice. 

(1) In general. Each private contractor shall post and keep posted, in conspicuous places on its premises 
where notices to employees and applicants for employment are customarily posted, a notice, to be 
prepared by the Cook County Contract Compliance Officer, setting forth excerpts from, or summaries of, 
the pertinent provisions of this Ordinance and information pertaining to the filing of a charge under this 
section. 

(2) Penalty. Any employer that willfully violates this section may be assessed by the County Contract 
Compliance Officer a penalty not to exceed $100 for each separate offense. 

SECTION 8. NONPREEMPTION. 

Nothing in this Ordinance preempts any other law, and nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed or 
interpreted to impair or diminish in any way the authority of any locality, municipality of subdivision to 
enact and enforce any law which provides equivalent or greater protections for its employees. 
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SECTION 9. SEVERABILITY. 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall be severable, and if the application of any clause, sentence, 
paragraph, subdivision, section or part of this Ordinance to any person or circumstance shall be adjudged 
by a court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not necessarily affect, impair or 
validate the application of such clause, sentence, paragraph, subdivision, section or part of this act or 
remainder thereof, as the case may be, to any other person circumstance but shall be confined in its 
operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph, subdivision, section or part thereof directly involved in the 
controversy in which such judgment shall be rendered. 

SECTION 10. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

This Ordinance shall take effect 90 days after enactment. Section 7 shall apply to acts of retaliation or 
discrimination occurring on or after the first day of the first month that begins after the date of the 
enactment of this Ordinance. The remaining sections shall be applicable to any privatization contract 
entered into after the effective date of this Ordinance.

(B) The Recorder may enter into agreements, subject to approval by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners, with one or more financial 
institutions Internet companies, or other business entities to act as third 
party payment agents for the payment of fees.

Chairman Maldonado asked the Secretary to read the Notice. 


Commissioner Butler moved Communication No. 266177 for purposes of discussion, seconded by 
Commissioner Quigley. 

Chairman Maldonado asked Commissioner Hansen to explain the proposed ordinance. 
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Commissioner Hansen explained that the purpose of the amendment is to bring the ordinance into 
conformity with the United States Court of Appeals in Hodgkins v. Peterson in Indiana, which sets forth a 
number of desiderata which must be met in any action to find a violator of the curfew ordinance in such 
violation. The ordinance removes Section 18-4 Enforcement and substitutes for 18-4 Defenses; 
Enforcement and it lists a number of things which constitutes, for anyone under 17, legal presence after 
the curfew hour, which are described in Section 18-3. This came about by the Sheriff and the State’s 
Attorney bringing to the Board's attention the fact that the current ordinance is unenforceable because of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals’ findings. There are two subsequent amendments; one is important because of 
the fine involved. The City of Chicago has already approved this as a change to their earlier curfew 
ordinance. The other two amendments are as follows: The penalty section calls for a fine between $5 and 
$100. This language should be amended to “not to exceed $500.” The second amendment takes out a 
redundancy which was brought to the Board's attention by the State’s Attorney. 

Commissioner Butler voiced his dismay that the Board is asked to approve an ordinance that the state and 
city approved instead of all three government agencies meeting to discuss the issue. He finds the 
ordinance unenforceable as it is written and additionally he stated the amendment is unenforceable. 

Commissioner Moreno stated that the amendment and ordinance should be constitutional. He stated that 
it would be good to have the amendments all on one sheet next to the old text for presentation at the next 
Board Meeting. He agrees with the amendments, because parents need to be responsible for their 
children. 

Chainnan Maldonado stated that the second and third amendments came after the first; that is why they 
are not all laid out together. 

Commissioner Hansen agreed with Commissioner Moreno. 

Commissioner Moreno and Silvestri asked to be listed as a co-sponsor. 

Commissioner Butler withdrew the motion to discuss. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Quigley, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 266177.

SECTION 1. 

The title of this ordinance is The Children’s Curfew Ordinance.

(a) Child - 

Any person, male or female who has not reached their 


seventeenth birthday is considered, for purposes of this ordinance only, to be a child or children as the 
case may be. 

(b) County - The word County, when used in this ordinance means any unincorporated area or 
territory of Cook County, Illinois, and does not include any incorporated city, village, or town lying in 
whole or in part within the territory of Cook County, Illinois.

18-3. SECTION 3. It shall be unlawful for any child as defined in section 2 (a) of this 
ordinance to be upon any public place in the County between the hours of 11:30 o’clock P.M. Friday and 
6 o’clock A.M. Saturday, or between the hours of 11:30 P.M. Saturday and 6 o’clock A.M. Sunday, or 
between the hours of 10:30 P.M. and 6 o’clock A.M. on any other day of the week, unless accompanied 
by, and in charge of a parent, guardian, or other proper companion of the age of twenty-one years or 
more, or unless engaged in some occupation or business in which such child may lawfully engage under 
the statutes of the State of Illinois.

18-4. SECTION 4. It is a defense to prosecution under Section 3 of this ordinance that the 
child was: 

(a) on an errand at the direction of the child’s parent or guardian, without any detour 
or stop: 

(b) in a motor vehicle involved in interstate travel: 

(c) engaged in an employment activity, or going to or returning home from an 
employment activity, without any detour or stop; 

(d) involved in an emergency. In this subsection the term “emergency” means an 
unforeseen combination of circumstances or the resulting state that calls for immediate 
action. The term includes, but is not limited to. a fire, a natural disaster, an automobile 
accident, or any situation requiring immediate action to prevent serious bodily injury or 
loss of life: 

(e) on the sidewalk abutting the child’s residence or abutting the residence of a next- 
door neighbor if the neighbor did not complain to the police department about the child’s 
presence: 

(I) attending an official school, religious, or other recreational activity supervised by 
adults and sponsored by the County, a civic organization, or another similar entity that 
takes responsibility for the child, or going to or returning from, without any detour or 
stop, a official school, religious, or other recreational activity supervised by adults and 
sponsored by the County, a civic organization, or other similar entity that takes 
responsibility for the child: 

(g) exercising First Amendment rights protected by the United States Constitution, 
such as the free exercise of religion, freedom of speech, and the right of assembly; or 

(h) married or had been married or had disabilities of minority removed in 
accordance with law. 


Before taking any enforcement action under this section, any sheriff, deputy sheriff, constable, deputy 
constable, or other duly authorized law enforcement officer of the County of Cook shall ask the apparent 
offender's age and reason for being in the public place. The law enforcement officer shall not issue a 
citation or make an arrest under this section unless the law enforcement officer reasonably believes that 
an offense has occurred and that, based upon any response and other circumstances, no defense in 
subsections (a) through (h) is present. If the law enforcement officer believes that an offense has occurred 
and that, based upon any response and other circumstances, no defense in subsections (a) through (h) is 
present, the law enforcement officer shall warn the child or children to desist immediately from such 
violation and shall promptly report the violation to his superior officer, together with the name or names 
and address or addresses of the child or children and parents or guardians of said child or children, and 
said superior officer shall cause a written notice to be served upon the parent, guardian or person in 
charge of such child or children, setting forth the manner in which this ordinance has been violated. 
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Penalties 

18-5. SECTION 5. Any parent, guardian or person in charge of a child or children violating 
the provisions of this ordinance, who, within a period of one year from the date of the violation, shall 
knowingly permit such child or children again to violate the provisions of this ordinance, after receipt of 
the first violation notice served pursuant to Section 4 of this ordinance, shall be fined not less than five 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars for each offense.

Your Stroger & Cennak Hospitals Subcommittee of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met 
pursuant to notice on Wednesday, July 7, 2004 at the hour of 2:30 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, 
County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Subcommittee has considered the following item: 

1. To hear a presentation by the Bureau of Health Sendees on the hiring process of nurses. 

Following the call of the meeting, Chairman Maldonado stated that the purpose of this meeting is to hear 
a presentation by the Bureau of Health Services on the hiring process of nurses. This meeting is for 
informational purposes only. 

Chairman Maldonado stated that in January 2003, a hearing was held in regards to the recruiting process 
of nurses and the problem that the Bureau of Health Services is facing. It also addressed the possibility of 
recruiting nurses from Puerto Rico and the problem that the Bureau of Health Services was facing with 
respect to the hiring time that it took to recruit a nurse. However, the Chairman stated that from January 
2003 until today the Bureau of Health Services has made major progress in that respect. 

Chairman Maldonado called on Ruth M. Rothstein, Chief, Bureau of Health Services, to comment on the 
recruitment initiatives in their entirety and what progress has been made; and the success that the Bureau 
of Health Services has had in reducing the hiring time frame from as much as nine months down to 32 
days. 

Ruth M. Rothstein, Chief, Bureau of Health Services, introduced Linda Strickland, who will be giving the 
report to the committee from the Bureau of Health Services. In terms of the process Ms. Rothstein stated 
that the Bureau could have not changed or shortened the time frame for hiring if the Bureau of Health 
Services had not been able to convince the Human Resources Department in the County to work with the 
Bureau of Health Services. Ms. Rothstein further stated that the time frame for hiring nurses went down 
from up to nine months to 32 days. In conclusion, she stated that with the help of Linda Strickland, Mark 
Kilgallon and the staff of the Bureau of Human Resources, the Bureau of Health Services was able to be 
successful. 
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Ms. Rothstein stated that after Linda Strickland leaves, Martina Harrison, Associate Administrator will be 
taking her place and will be working with all of the nursing directors and all of the Bureau institutions and 
will pursue the work as it has been set up. The other individual who will be working with Ms. Harrison 
will be Magali Moreno, who will be specifically responsible for the actual recruitment. In conclusion, 
Ms. Rothstein stated that between Ms. Harrison and Ms. Moreno, they will do a fabulous job. 

Ms. Rothstein then called on Linda Strickland to do the presentation on the report. 

Linda Strickland, Consultant, Bureau of Health Services, stated that in the document that was distributed 
to the Commissioners is a report dated September 2003 entitled Nurse Recruitment and Retention 
Initiatives for the Cook County Bureau of Health Services . Ms. Strickland stated that the first part of the 
document speaks to the overall worldwide nursing shortage. She stated that nursing services will be 
increasing for many reasons: aging population, citizens who will be more in need of health care services 
and also a decline in availability of nurses for various reasons. Many nurses are retiring in all fields, not 
just in bedside medical but also in the education field. Ms. Strickland briefly reviewed some of the 
initiatives. 1) Attend recruitment fairs and career days to emphasize the uniqueness of the Cook County 
Bureau of Health Services including our multi cultural diversity of patients as well as staff, competitive 
salaries, great benefits, tuition reimbursement, system mobility within seven affiliates in the Bureau so 
that the nurses are able to move to different hospitals and still remain within the County system. 2) 
Streamline the hiring process by recruiting nurses who are not actively working, recruiting culturally and 
gender diverse nurses, investigate hiring nurses from Puerto Rico so that the Bureau can match our staff 
to the patients that the Bureau services, and reviewing work processes and work loads. 3) Partner with 
schools of nursing to provide clinical training environments for students, so that not only would the 
Bureau be carrying out our mission of insuring that nurses, no matter where they practice, are clinically 
competent, but also recruiting those students who come to the Bureau for their clinical practice and upon 
completion of their nursing program, encourage them to remain working for the Bureau. 4) Finally, 
attend education fairs with middle and high school students to plant the seed of focusing their education 
on a career in nursing. Also, have varying partnerships with high schools to include observation 
internships, work programs and scholarship opportunities. 

Ms. Strickland stated that the Bureau is reaching out to the South Suburban schools to institute some of 
the Country’s pre-existing programs. Letters were sent out prior to the end of the school year and the 
Bureau was able to schedule meetings. Ms. Harrison and Ms. Moreno will continue this outreach in the 
fall. Three career days have been held in the South Suburban schools this past year. 

Ms. Strickland stated that since April 2003, the Bureau has hired over 30 Hispanic nurses. She also stated 
that the Bureau finalized a bid document to request authorization to bid a contract to recruit nurses from 
Puerto Rico. This request will appear on the July 13, 2004 agenda. Ms. Strickland stated that in FY 
2002, the Bureau hired 38 nurses, in FY 2003 173 nurses and from December 2003 to May 2004 another 
130 nurses were hired. In regards to the recruitment of LPN’s, there still are some challenges there, but 
the Bureau is working in collaboration with the State LPN Association. Fortunately the President, Vice 
President and many of the other officers of the State LPN Association are also members of the Bureau’s 
nursing staff. 

Chairman Maldonado asked if it is possible to bring the 32 business days down to 32 calendar days. 

Ms. Strickland stated that there is always an opportunity for the Bureau to continue to improve. 

In response to Commissioner Steele’s question regarding nurses from Puerto Rico, Ms. Strickland stated 
that before the nurses from Puerto Rico are hired, they are required to have passed the State Board exam 
to be fully licensed for the State of Illinois. 
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Chairman Maldonado stated that the RN’s from Puerto Rico did take a test in Puerto Rico, i.e., the Puerto 
Rican or local nursing exam, which happens to be in Spanish. However, in order for them to be able to 
practice here they need to take the NCLEX test. They currently are being prepared to take the NCLEX 
test so that they are able to come to the United States. Further, Chairman Maldonado stated that there is 
no issue of accreditation of their curriculum because their curriculum in Puerto Rico is the same 
curriculum that nurses pursue here in the United States. 

Chairman Maldonado asked if the funding for the part time nurses comes from the private registry line 
item. 

Ms. Strickland stated that the student assistant program will not come from the registry line item because 
they are not registered nurses. However, there are dollars available in the recruitment budget. 

Chainnan Maldonado thanked Ms. Rothstein and Ms. Strickland, and all of the members of the Bureau of 
Health Services for their hard work and the tremendous progress that the Bureau has undertaken from a 
year ago. 

Commissioner Maldonado moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Peraica. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Your Tax Delinquency Subcommittee of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to 
notice on Wednesday, July 7, 2004 at the hour of 1:00 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County 
Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois.

Jeffrey S. Blumenthal of Slutzky & Blumenthal, Attorneys at Law will represent the Village 
of Midlothian in connection with its request that Cook County enter the no cash bids on the 
following properties. Please consider this letter the municipal application for the Cook 
County No Cash Bid Program from the Village of Midlothian. As part of the application, the 
following documents have been submitted: 

1. An original Resolution of the Village of Midlothian, identifying all parcels by their 
Permanent Index Numbers (all properties are in Volume 151), describing the intended 
use of the parcels, an agreement to submit to the Cook County Office of Planning and 
Development Economic Development Division an annual report on the status of the 
property for five years or until development is completed and affirmation that 
experienced legal counsel will be retained; and 

2. A current tract index search and judgment search of the owner of record for each 
parcel conduced by Property Insight, a Division of Chicago Title Insurance Company; 
and 

3. A Sidwell map of the area identifying each parcel of property; and 

4. Photographs of the area depicting each parcel of property. 

Upon acquisition of the parcels of property, it is the Village of Midlothian’s intent to further 
its goal of economic development by returning these tax delinquent lots to a tax producing 
status in order to compliment and enhance ongoing redevelopment efforts within the area, 
which will stabilize and increase overall property values. It is intended that the vacant 
parcels will be developed into town homes. 

As required under the program, the Village of Midlothian will provide for legal counsel, will 
bear all costs associated with the acquisition of the parcels of property and will meet all 
reporting requirements.

Jeffrey S. Blumenthal, of Slutzky & Blumenthal, stated that he represents the Village of Midlothian in 
connection with its acquisition of the above properties through the no cash bid procedure. He stated that 
he also had with him Bill Sipowicz, the principal of Heartland Development, which is working with the 
Village of Midlothian on the town home development. 

Commissioner Peraica asked if Mr. Sipowicz’s plan is to develop town homes. 

Mr. Sipowicz replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Peraica asked how many are planned. 

Mr. Sipowicz replied 68 but that number might be less based on the Federal Insurance and Mitigation 
Administration (FIMA) structural issues necessary to prevent the residents from having to pay flood 
insurance. This is considered an AH flood plane. This is why the area hasn’t been developed for forty- 
fifty years. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether there is low-income housing as part of the 68 units. 

Mr. Sipowicz replied 20% on Madison Avenue, although this project did not require it. He thinks the 
units will be priced under market value, for example a 1700 square foot unit goes for $149,900. 

Chairman Sims asked Mr. Sipowicz to confirm that there are no residents living on the property in 
question because it is a flood plain. 
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Mr. Sipowicz confirmed this. People who live on the edge of the property on Ridgeway and Springfield 
pay flood insurance. Fie paid approximately $35,000 for a private study conducted by Landmark 
Engineering to see whether the whole area could be lifted as required by the Village of Midlothian; it 
turned out the area could not be lifted. What can be done is to give up additional units for retention; then 
by proximity the residents on Ridgeway and Springfield may be relieved of having to pay for flood 
insurance. 

Commissioner Sims asked if basements are being built. 

Mr. Sipowicz replied that the FIMA requirement is to build crawl space or slab on grate. They are 
building crawl space. 

Commissioner Collins asked for clarification on the term “lifting” from the flood plain and whether it 
floods there. 

Mr. Sipowicz replied that while it has never flooded, the property is in the Midlothian River flood plain 
and further he stated that they plan to bring in fill and build up the area. He stated that by the time the 
engineering plan is through, they may be down to 64 or 62 units. 

Chairman Sims stated that some of the people in the South Suburbs are paying astronomical flood 
insurance premiums, but FIMA will not lift the residents. 

Commissioner Collins wanted it stated for the record that this development would minimize the chance of 
flooding to its residents. 

Commissioner Moreno, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 265624. The motion carried. 

265625 THORN CREEK BASIN SANITARY DISTRICT (NO CASH BID REQUEST). 

Transmitting a Communication from Deborah Sims, Chairman, Finance Tax Delinquency 
Subcommittee, submitting a request from Kathleen Field Orr & Associates, Attorney. 

I serve as Special Counsel to the Thom Creek Basin Sanitary District (the “District”) and I 
am writing to you on behalf of its Board of Trustees. The District is a duly organized and 
existing governmental entity created under the provisions of the Illinois Sanitary District Act 
of 1917. The District provides sanitary and waste water services to the City of Chicago 
Heights, the Village of Crete, the Village of Homewood, the Village of Park Forest, the 
Village of Steger and the Village of South Chicago Heights. The District is authorized by 
law to levy ad valorem real estate taxes to accomplish its mission. 

The District is attempting to obtain title on the Subject Properties in order to complete its 
Wet Weather Retention Facility (the “Facility”) that will temporarily store water during 
heavy rainstonns. The EPA requires construction of wet weather retention facilities to 
prevent overflow problems into streams and rivers in adverse weather conditions. The 
Facility will be built on District property but the Subject Properties are required to bring 
underground lines from the Facility to the District’s main treatment facility at 700 West End 
Avenue. 
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The Facility will benefit several municipalities and citizens of the District by preventing 
overflow problems. Preventing pollutants from entering into natural waterways while 
simultaneously preventing unnecessary flooding throughout the area will serve to 
compliment and enhance ongoing redevelopment efforts within the south suburban region. 
Acquisition of the Subject Properties is imperative to meet current environmental standards 
imposed by the EPA and to acquire available grant funds for the overall project. 

The District is hereby submitting its application to the Cook County No Cash Bid Program, 
and is including the following documents for your review. 

1. An original copy of Resolution Number 03-04 adopted by the Board of Trustees of the 
Thom Creek Basin Sanitary District requesting a no-cash bid on the Subject Properties 
by the County of Cook; and 

2. Resolution Number 2003-08 adopted by the Town of Bloom supporting the 
submission of the District’s application to the County of Cook; and 

3. A title commitment for each of the Subject Properties; and 

4. A Sidwell Map of the area identifying the Subject Properties; and 

5. Photographs depicting each of the Subject Properties. 

As required under the program, the District will provide for legal counsel, will bear all cost 
associated with acquisition of the Subject Properties and will meet all necessary reporting 
requirements. 

Robert Marisco, Assistant State’s Attorney, State’s Attorney’s Office, stated that the Thorn Creek Basin 
Sanitary District does not fall within the County’s definition of a municipality. Bloom Township can 
acquire the property for Thorn Creek and it can be turned over to Thom Creek as a third party. The Board 
needs to contingently approve Thorn Creek’s no-cash bid. 

Commissioner Collins asked if the Sanitary District is a public entity. 

Mr. Marisco replied in the affirmative, but clarified that Cook County’s ordinance states it is not a 
municipality. 

Joseph Montana, of Kathleen Field Orr & Associates, stated that he serves as special counsel to the Thom 
Creek Basin Sanitary District. The Sanitary District has put in the request for these three parcels of 
property because they lie next to its wet water retention facility and treatment plant. They need this 
property to lay piping to divert overflow water from the sewers and to separate the wet water from the 
sewage water (set up a storm water treatment facility). This is an EPA requirement. The Illinois EPA has 
agreed to provide a low-interest loan to build the facility and lay the pipe. Bloom Township passed a 
resolution in 2003 supporting the Sanitary District’s application, but they have since learned that Bloom 
Township needs to make the application. Bloom Township has agreed to pass a resolution when they 
meet this Tuesday, passing the No Cash Bid on behalf of the third-party, the Thom Creek Basin Sanitary 
District. They would then convey the title to the Thom Creek Basin Sanitary District. 

Chairman Sims asked whether Chicago Heights would be affected. 
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Mr. Montana replied in the affirmative, adding also that Crete, Homewood, Park Forest, Steger, and 
South Chicago Heights would be affected. 

Chairman Sims asked whether Ford Heights and Robbins would be affected. 

Mr. Montana replied in the negative, saying he believed they lie in the Metropolitan Water Reclamation 
District’s jurisdictional plan. 

Commissioner Murphy asked whether the County’s ordinance states that these entities must be listed. 

Mr. Montana replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Murphy suggested that perhaps the County’s definition of municipality should be 
broadened. 

Commissioner Butler asked whether Bloom Township defines the sanitary district as a municipality. 

Commissioner Murphy replied that townships are included in Cook County’s definition of municipality, 
and they have the authority to turn over the property to the Thom Creek Basin Sanitary District. 

Commissioner Peraica, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 265625. Commissioner Peraica amended the motion pending approval by the 
Bloom Township Board of Trustees passing a resolution supporting the third-party application for 
the Thorn Creek Basin Sanitary District at their July 13th meeting. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Peraica moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Butler. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

American entrepreneurs from our midst, Paul Joseph King, Sr.; and 
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WHEREAS, bom in 1915, and faced with the death of his father at just the age of three, Paul learned 
early in life that life is not always fair; and 

WHEREAS, after the passing of his father, Paul, along with his mother, Olivia, and twin sister, Marie, 
moved to Chicago and settled on the city’s South Side; and 

WHEREAS, the relocation sparked a rich legacy of hands-on community involvement and civic 
leadership that endures to this day. Moreover, it also planted the seeds for a relentless work ethic and 
astute entrepreneurship in Paul; and 

WHEREAS, when Paul’s widowed mother married Charles Brown, Sr., the family expanded, with Paul 
gaining three additional siblings: Charles Brown, Jr., Janet Brown and Vernon Brown. Paul’s position as 
the eldest son in a large family contributed to his drive to be successful, for he felt that it was his 
obligation to contribute to the family’s livelihood; and 

WHEREAS, history would be made in 1935 when, at the age just twenty, Mr. King founded P.K. 
Produce, Chicago’s first African-American owned produce company. The demands mental and physical 
were Herculean, requiring Paul to be "up and running” at 3:00 am each morning to purchase fruits and 
vegetables from select farmers in Northern Indiana and from Chicago's South Water Market. The 
produce would be sold to households and stores on Chicago’s South Side. Mr. King’s timing was perfect 
and he was able to address the needs of a large potential market that had previously been ignored; and 

WHEREAS, another smart decision came in 1937 when Mr. King married Frances Ruth Lindsey, a 
union that would last a remarkable 67 years, until Mr. King’s passing. The marriage produced two 
children, Paul Jr. and Claudia; and 

WHEREAS, another turning point in Mr. King’s life came in 1944, with World War II; as a result of Mr. 
King’s valor and exceptional leadership ability, he would attain the rank of Corporal Sergeant; and 

WHEREAS, when Mr. King returned from the war, he worked around-the-clock to nurture his business. 
Realizing that he had an excellent idea, Mr. King expanded upon his concept and approached Chicago’s 
major food chains to see if they would be interested in carrying specialty produce items that were popular 
in African-American households, items such as mustard and turnip greens, turnip tops, okra and Crowder 
peas. He countered their reluctance by making them an offer too good to refuse: King promised to 
provide the retailers with three units of each vegetable on Thursday, only requiring payment if the 
products were sold by Monday. National Tea and A&P Food Stores accepted the offer and P.K. Produce 
quickly became the exclusive supplier of produce for their stores located in African-American 
communities; and 

WHEREAS, with the passing of Paul Joseph King, Sr., we have lost a pioneering entrepreneur, civic 
leader and role model. Mr. King was a man who served his country with distinction and helped to expand 
opportunity for African-Americans and others in the business arena. His remarkable legacy of 
achievement will forever resonate.
